Those Backing Wilson’s Prin­ 
ciples Asked to Make 
Themselves Heard

WASHINGTON', Dec. IO.—A warn­ 
ing against inflicting a “Bismarckian 
peace” on Germany and credited 
to 
the London Daily News, 
was 
made 
public here 
today 
through 
Allied 
channels. The text of the article was 
picked up in this county from a wire­ 
less apparently sent out from Lyons, 
France, over the signatures 
of the 
committee of public information Paris 
representatives. 
Backers of the 
Wilson 
principles 
were called on to make themselves 
"heard before it is too lute." 
"President Wilson comes among us 
next week," the article stated. “There 
will be much flag waving and speech­ 
ifying. 
But the 
things 
for 
which 
President Wilson stands 
are 
being j 
ridiculed and bespattered by the only J 
voice he hears. 
“If the spirit 
animating 
at 
the 
present moment the press and politi­ 
cians of Europe and America gains1 
control of the peace conference, th erej 
WMH be born a catastrophe that will 
be the end of the 
European 
social 
system. 
"The world may eventually emerge 
safe for democracy but there will be 
ways that our present ruling classes 
would do well in their own interests 
to avoid. 
With the example of Rus­ 
sia. before us, is it statesmanship to 
drive the German people to despair? 
Do our editors and politicians see no 
j]anivpi- for the rest of Europe in an 
alliance of desperation 
between 
an­ 
archistic forces of Germany and Rus­ 
sia? 
Can Bolshevism, energized and 
strengthened, he depended 
upon 
to 
halt at the Rhine? 
Are there no ex­ 
plosive elements in Italy and Spain? 
Is France herself so utterly immune 
from 
eevry 
instinct? 
Are 
English 
lower orders quite as tame as our 
capitalist press imagines? Has Amer­ 
ica no labor problem of her own? Is 
the trust magnate’s easy chair so se­ 
cure against a1 w'orld convulsions? 
"A Wilson peace bringing reconcil­ 
iation to people still in their passions 
and hatreds, giving to the war-mad­ 
dened world new hopes, new visions, 
may yet save Europe?” 
Such indemnity as many arc call­ 
ing for, the article 
declares, 
would 
mean occupation of Germany by Al­ 
lied armies for years, during which 
time “English, French. American and 
Italian working men will occupy Ger­ 
man territory and act 
the 
role 
of 
slave drivers to the German people.” 
This would make mammoth armies. 
President Wilson’s demand 
for 
a 
peace without annexations has been 
forgotten, the article states. 
As for 
a lasting peace, as demanded by Wil­ 
son, the 
article 
declares 
that 
the 
“chauvinistic press of Paris 
is 
dis­ 
cussing the proper moment 
for the 
‘next war against Germany,’ 
against 
the German republic this time.” 
Turning then to America the docu­ 
ment notes opposition to Wilson. 
Ex-President Roosevelt, addressing 
large enthusiastic audiences through­ 
out America, heaps ridicule upon the 
mere idea of a league of nations. He 
says it is nonsensical and hypocriti­ 
cal. 
A league of nations to prevent 
future war would necessitate lowering 
American tariff and ‘'Would be against 
the commercial interests of America." 
"Ex-President Taft calls for 
con­ 
scription being made permanent so 
that Germany—which is to he imme­ 
diately disarmed—may be 
kept 
in 
perpetual subjection. 
Senator Lodge 
says no peace that satisfies the Ger­ 
man people can satisfy us. 
“At the present moment the larger 
and more influential section 
of 
the 
American press is 
demanding 
what 
practically amounts to a Bismarckian 
formula that our enemies be left noth­ 
ing but their eyes to weep with.”

Spanish Influenza 


History of the Disease 


Most authorities seem to agree that Spanish Influenza which first ap­ 
peared in Spain in May of this year, attacked 30% of the popula­ 
tion there, is really the old gri^, or la grippe, which has swept over 
the world in numerous epidemics. Hippocrates records an epidemic 
in 412 B. C., which is regarded by many to have been influenza. 
Every century has had its visitations. Since 1831, this country has 
had five epidemics, the last in 1889-90. This epfdemic of 1889-90 
started at about the same time in three widely separated places— 
Bokara, in Asia; Northwest Canada and Greenland. 
From Bokara 
it reached Siberia, by caravans; from Siberia it went to Russia and 
from Russia it spread to Europe. The waves of influenza starting in 
Canada and Greenland were absorbed in#the waves from the East. 
This epidemic was given the French name, La Grippe. The present* 
epidemic started somewhere in central Europe, raged in Spain in 
May, in Germany in June and July and in France and England in July 
and August. 
No Occasion for Panic 


There is no occasion for panic. Influenza itself has a very low per­ 
centage of fatalities, not over one death out of every four hundred 
cases, according to the N. C. Board of Health. The chief danger lies 
in complications arising, attacking principally patients in a run down 
condition— those who don’t go to bed soon enough, or those Who get 
up too early. 
The Symptoms 


Grip, or influenza as it is now called, usually begins with a chill fol­ 
lowed by aching, feverishness and sometimes nausea and dizziness, 
and a general feeling of weakness and depression. 
The tempera­ 
ture is from I OO to 104, and the fever usually lasts from three to five 
days. 
The germs attack the mucus membrane, or lining of-the air 
passages— nose, throat and bronchial tubes— there is usually a hard 
cough, especially bad at night, often times a sore throat or tonsilitis 
and frequently all the appearances of a severe head cold.

Cattle Prices 


V If the farmer cannot get enough for his live stock, he 
raises less, and foe packer gets less raw material 
If the consumer has to pay too much for his meat, he 
eats less of it, and the packer finds his market decreased 
The packer wants the producer to get enough to make 
live-stock raising profitable, and he wants the price of meat 
so low that everyone will eat it. 
But all he can do, and what he would have to do in any 
case to stay in business, is to keep down the cost of pro­ 
cessing the farmer’s stock into meat so' that the consumer 
pays for the meat and by-products only a little more than 
the farmer gets for his animals.
